Dear Allen: 

Hie present move toward European development of a space launcher 
(using the British Blue Streak as die first stage and a French rocket as a 
second stage) has raised questions about 1) the status of rocketry in countries 
other than the United States and the Soviet Union, and 2) the relationship of 
such developments to the achievement of capabilities for both space launch- 
ing and ballistic missile launching. 

Our Department requests, therefore, that the intelligence community 
undertake an NIE aloi^ the following lines : 

1 - an assessment of the present capabilities in rocketry of countries 
other than the Soviet Union; 

2 - an analysis of the minimum technical, industrial, and financial 
base necessary for the achievement of a space launching or missile launch- 
ing capability and an identification of the similarities and differences in the 
requirements for attaining these two capabilities; and 

3 - an estimate of what countries mi^t be expected to achieve such 
capabilities within the foreseeable future. 

In regard to military missile capabilities , we would like the estimate 
to focus on surface-to-surface ballistic missiles , but we recognize that some 
assessment of a country’s ability in other aspects of missllry will be necessary 
in arriving at a sound estimate. We do not require detailed technical descrip- 
tions of existing or future missiles , but would want to know their essential 
operational characteristics such as range, warhead capacity, type of fuel, 
and guidance system . On the space side of the estimate we would be concerned 
with capabilities for producing special space vehicles of the size of sounding 

rockets

rockets or larger. In general, our needs would be satisfied if the treatment 
of non-Soviet missile and space capabilities in the proposed estimate were 
similar to the treatment of nth country nuclear capabilities in NIE 100-4-60. 

We are aware of current limitations on the ability of the intelligence 
community to analyze the missile and space capabilities of countries other 
than the Soviet Union. We also recognize that the forthcoming national 
estimates on Soviet missile and space capabilities (NIE 11-5-61) and 
Soviet strategic attack capabilities (NIE 11-8-61) will continue to place 
heavy demands for a few more weeks on those segments of the community 
who deal with missile matters . However , we would hope that an estimate 
along the lines we have proposed could be completed within three or four 
months .
